used here. 
This amount of goods 
would not be used (sold) in the 
Bryan market alone, but the mar­ 
kets of Bryan and a few neigh f i r ­ 
ing towns would use that amount. 
The illustration is sufficient to 
" show the great waste of their re­ 
sources practiced by southern peo­ 
ple. 
Using the Shreveport market for 
illustration, and giving exact fig­ 
ures procured from wholesalers in 
Shreveport to support his conclu­ 
sions, Mr. Hargrove says: 
“ In osnaburgs, sheetings, shirt­ 
ing and drills the Shreveport m ar­ 
ket uses annually 791,666 pounds 
of raw cotton, which would be of

‘or $3 for every $1 we received for 
it as raw material.” 
The raw material used in the 
manufacture of the rope annually 
used (sold) by Shreveport brings 
the producer $3750. 
Shreveport 
pays $8000 for the rope manufac­
